HENRY MILLS ALDEN. 


A GENERATION of loyal service and devotion 
to the interests of one house, in itself were 
worthy enough of recognition in the imme- 
diate circle in which such service has been 
given; but when that service has extended to 
nearly half a century and has included within 
that space of time leadership in the cultivation 
of the gentle arts of a nation, the celebration 
of the seventieth birthday of the man who has 
devoted the best years of his life to the higher 
education of his fellow men deservedly as- 
sumes a national character. Besides ranking 
high as a journalist and editor, Henry Mills 
Alden, of whose birthday celebration mention 
is made elsewhere, takes a place in the fore- 
most rank of the educators of this country. 

As the editor of Harper's Magazine for up- 
wards of a quarter of a century Mr. Alden has 
presented from year to year to his vast audi- 
ence the results of the progress made not only 
in the field of literature, but in the realms of 
science and art as well. Gifted with a rare 
judgment, and too conservative to be carried 
away by the ephemeral or the “faddish,” Mr. 
Alden has as nearly as is humanly possible 
preserved in the pa@es of the magazine under 
his direction, for the generations to come, the 
substance of the truth in every movement that 
touched upon human learning and human en- 
deavors, from almost the beginning of the 
second half of the nineteenth century to the 
present time. 

As literary adviser to one of the most im- 
portant publishing houses of this country his 
influence has been almost as far reaching as

NoTIcE is given in the circular from the 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General, which 
we print elsewhere, that unless Congress at 
the next session amends the law regarding 
second-class matter the Post Office Depart- 
ment will deny bulk rates to periodicals in- 
cluding detachable coupons in their advertis- 
ing pages. The enforcement of this rule 
would probably be a benefit to the retail book- 
trade and to many regular publishers, for it is 
undeniable that a large part of the money 
spent in bookbuying in this country has been 
collected through a method which has been so 
largely developed in recent years. On the 
other hand, the total sale of books has un 
doubtedly been largely increased by this 
method, and many have become bookbuyers 
who might not otherwise have bought books 
But this is not a matter to be dealt with by the 
Post Office Department, which should let bus! 
ness methods alone unless they involve the use 
of the mails for fraudulent purposes. There ts a 
better argument to be made, however, for the 
exclusion of detachable coupons than for most 
of the petty restrictions and rules of the Post 
Cffice Department, and it is wise to give such 
notice of the application of the ruling as will 
permit publishers to give notice to their ad- 
vertising customers. It is also creditable that 
the date is fixed so as to give time for amend- 
ation by Congress. All this, however, is 
fresh evidence of the desirability of prompt 
amendment of the law.

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-egilation, as advocated by some of the pub- 
lishers” organizations. This would only crys- 
tallize present difficulties into permanent and 
more serious form.

AN ENGLISH SECOND-HAND BOOK- 
SELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Four years ago Frank Karslake published 
in Part 1 of his “Book Auction Records” the 
following paragraph: 

“Why should there not be a ‘Second-hand Book- 
sellers’ Association’ for the United Kingdom, similar 
to the existing New Bccksellers’ Association. Its 
object would be the safeguarding of the interests 
of the trade on vital issues. Union is strength. The 
separate sticks of a faggot are useless for aggression, 
hut tie them together with a siece of string and they 
cn bundle which may kill a man when 4ung 
‘at him. 

Numerous replies were received by Mr. 

Karslake favorable to the proposition, but 
pressure of occupation in many directions has 
hitherto left no leisure for bringing the mat- 
ter to a practical issue. His editorship of 
“Book Auction Records” has, however, pre- 
sented one urgent reason in particular for the 
existence of such an association, namely, the 
Irequent occurrence of cases in which book- 
sellers are defrauded by swindlers who seem 
to make a dead-set at the trade. A number 
of such cases have already been exposed by 
Mr. Karslake, and he has knowledge of others 
respecting which an individual cannot afford 
to undertake all the risks attending exposure, 
but of which the work would be an easy mat- 
ter for an association. 
P Mr. Karslake has now decided to organize 
The Second-hand Booksellers’ Association, 
and until a committee is formed to take con- 
trol will act as honorary secretary. A regis- 
ter will be kept of “doubtful” and “bad” cases, 
and confidential information will be filed con- 
The ws persons suspected of malpractices. 
bade reat say Proposes to notify mem- 
ie gh the weekly trade journals re- 
pecting persons of the class referred to. 


Few trades are subject to so much annoy- 
‘nce from dishonest persons as the second- 
hand booksellers, and this move by our Eng- 
lish brethren will no doubt be followed soon 
by the second-hand booktrade in this and 
other countries. Indeed, it would be desir- 
able to establish an international bureau from 
Which information might be distributed at 
frequent intervals of those suspected or ac- 
tually convicted of swindling the booktrade. 
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IN HONOR OF H. M. ALDEN’S SEVEN- 
TIETH BIRTHDAY. 


NovEMBER IO was a veritable red-letter day 
in the annals of Harper & Brothers’ big 
printing house on Franklin Square, when the 
heads of that firm gave a reception in honor 
of Henry Mills Alden, the editor of Harper's 
Magazine, who on the day following entered 
upon the seventieth year of his life. There 
were present about 250 men and women well 
known in literary circles, among them the 
presidents of great universities, lawyers, doc- 
tors, clergymen and lay writers, all of whom 
had contributed to the Harper publications, 
and most of whom had in the course of their 
literary work come personally into contact 
with the man whose career they honored. 

Mr. Alden, standing in the modest little 
room where he has spent thirty-seven years 
of his working life, his face lighted with 
smiles, greeted each of the guests as they en- 
tered. 

The reception was held in the big room on 
the second floor of the Franklin Square print- 
ing horse. The desks there had been moved 
lack to meke room for the guests and great 
bznks of fiowers, palms and evergreens. Be- 
hind the desks were the musicians. Colonel 
Harvey presided. In introducing Mr. Alden 
he called attention to the fact that the year 
1836-37 was singularly productive of genius 
in America 

“As a herald to blaze the way,” said Colonel 
Harvey, “there arrived in the year preceding, 
in Missouri, a lusty child whom his mother, 
having regard for Biblical titles, christened 
Samuel. The other boys called him Sam. 
Subsequently, while trying, possibly, to estab- 
lish an alibi in Nevada, he took a new name, 
but only jumped from one Testament to an- 
other and called himself Mark. And since 
there had been two Samuels, as he under- 
stcod it, he felt that he should represent two 
Moerks, atid so made his full name Mark 
Twain.” 

Among the others who were born in that 
year of genius were William Dean Howells, 
described by Colonel Harvey as America’s 
first man of letters; Grover Cleveland, An- 
Grew Carnegie, J. Pierpont Morgan, Admiral 
Dewey, Thomas Bailey Aldrich and Mr. 
Alden. Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Alden began 
their careers on the same day, one in the State 
of Vermont and the other across the Con- 
necticut River in New Hampshire. 

“Tt is the anniversarv of the last-men 
tioned,” continued Colenel Harvey, “that we 
have gathered this evening to celebrate. It 
seemed fitting that the homage due to Mr. 
Alden should he rendered in this time-hon- 
cred place. Forty odd years ago he came 
here as a young man and began his life work 
under the direction of that prince of pub- 
lishers, Fletcher Harper; and of the fifteen 
hundred of us who now work with him under 
this roof not one, not even John Phayre nor 
Frederick Nast, was here when he arrived. 
What in these long years he has done for you, 
how great has been his service to American 
literature, how faithful he has been to his 
ideals, how helpful, considerate and gentle to 
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his friends, you know as well as I; and many 
of you from perhaps longer and more intimate 
relationship.” 

Along with the unfeigned admiration, the 
deep respect and the sincere affection of a 
host of friends, Colonel Harvey, addressing 
the veteran editor, said he brought this mes- 
sage: 

“To-night you are a young man in the 
60s; to-morrow you will have passed under 
the wire, and in company with Mr. Aldrich 
will be the first of that group of splendid 
Aniericans born seventy years ago to grasp 
the hand of Uncle Mark, who awaits you at 
the Pier” 

When Mr. Alden rose to respond all the 
diners arose with him and drank to his health. 
The editor was plainly affected by the greet- 
ing. He said that the feelings which the con- 
tributors had shown him on that occasion 
were the same that he had experienced always 
in his long period as editor. 

“The full volume of your greeting, the 
boundless expression of your good will,’ said 
Mr, Alden, “seems to put my thoughts to 
fiight, and lez,e me simply the man of feel- 
ing.” 

Mr. Alden paid Colonel Harvey a. high 
tribute for his management of the Harper 
publications and thanked him for the recep- 
tion. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Alden, “that 
Colonel Harvey and I must have been in some 
state of previous existence and I must have 
been mighty good to him then. He is so good 
to me now.” 

Mr, Alden said among other things that he 
went to Europe last vear for the first time. 
That was his happy celebration of his becom- 
ing of age. The editor told of his recollections 
in entering the office of Harper & Brothers 
for the first time forty-three years ago, and 
now he had the whole world—at least the part 
he cared the most for—in the old shop with 
him. 

He had spent more than half of his working 
existence in that shop, and now it had been 
transformed into music, flowers and a host 
of friends. “Verily,” said he, “my cup run- 
neth over with joy and gratification.” 

Mr. Alden repeated what Colonel Harvey 
had said, that of all the men who were in the 
office when he began his career there not a 
one was left. He declared that the pleasant- 
est experiences of his life had been his asso- 
ciations with the contributors. 

Among the letters read was the following 
from the President: 

Wuite Hovse, Washington. 

My Dear Mr. Atpen: Pray accept my heartfelt 
congratulations on your seventieth birthday. Are 
you to be in Washington this winter? If so, let us 
know, so that I may have you break bread at the 
White House. With all good wishes, believe me, 
sincerely yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT.

Mr. Alden was born at Mt. Tabor, near 
Danby, Vt., November 11, 1836. After at- 
tending school at Hoosick Falls, N. Y., he en- 
tered Williams College, from which he was 
graduated in 1857. He then attended Andover 
Theological Seminary, where he was grad 
uated in 1860, but never took orders. In 1863 
he became managing editor of Harper’s 
Weekly, which position he resigned in 1860 
to become editor of Harper’s Magazine. In 
1863-’64 he lectured before the Lowell Insti- 
tute on the “Structure of Paganism.” He 
wrote two books, “God in His World” and 
“A Study of Death,” and, assisted by A. H. 
Guernsey, prepared “Harper’s Pictorial His- 
tcry of the Great Rebellion.” 


CCUPON ADS. TO BE DENIED SEC- 
OND CLASS MAIL PRIVILEGES. 


TueE following notice was issued from the 
Cffice of the Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General, Washington, D. C., November 7, 

The practice has grown up of placing in, 
ccunection with advertisements in periodicals 
(magazines) a coupon or order form to be 
filled out and used in sending a message back 
to the advertiser: or a coupon wholly in print 
not requiring to be filled out but still for the 
purpose of return as a message or evidence of 
some kind to the advertiser, or advertisements 
themselves to be detached in their entirety 
and used for that purpose. ; 

The law provides for the insertion of the 
aGvertisements only and requires that they b: 
permanently attached. There is no authority 
for the inclusion of coupons or order torms 
or the like concerning the advertisements or 
of advertisements to be detached. The pe 
riodical itself, entitled to the second-class 
rates, is by law made subject to the highei 
rate to which any matter not of that class in 
closed with it is subject. (See Section 495, 
F. hn ee is 

Blank coupons and order forms to be fiiled 
out are not permissible parts of a periodical, 
for sheets or portions of sheets, whether large 
or small, designed to serve as the means 01 
future correspondence between the reader and 
advertiser are not advertisements, but writing 
paper furnished the reader for his conve 
nievce. As such they constitute merchandise, 
and are subject to the rate of one cent an 
ounce or fraction thereof. Printed coupons, 
prcviding no space for signature or insertion, 
and advertisements intended to be detached, 
are third-class matter and are subject to the 
rate of one cent for each two ounces or frac- 
tion thereof. It is unlawful and detrimental 
to the postal revenue to place such higher 
class matter in periodicals and transmit the 
same in the mails at the second-class rates. 
The fact that such articles serve the conve- 
nience of advertisers or others gives no war-

OBITUARY NOTES. 

ProFessor EpmMuNpD Howp MiItter, of Co- 
lumbia University, author of “Quantative 
Analysis for Mining Fngineers,” and several 
other text books of a similar character, died 
at the Nyack (N. Y.) Hospital on the 9th 
inst. Professor Miller was born in New 
York City in 1869, and was entering upon his 
sixteenth year as an officer at Columbia. 

JosepH G. GESSNER, a well-known commer- 
cial traveller, died November 12, about thirty- 
five years old. Mr. Gessner was born in New 
York City, and began his business career with 
the Macmillan Ccempany. From that concern 
he went to the Smart Set Company and sub- 
sequently to Fox, Duffield & Co. He was 
obliged some time ago to give up work on ac 
count of ill health. 


JAMISON Torr ALTEMUS died November 5 
at Central Islip, L. 1., at the age of forty-six 
years, after an extended illness. A great part 
of his life was spent in newspaper work in 
New York and Jersey City, but he was best 
known as the author of a large number of de- 
tective stories ascribed to “Old Cap Collier.” 
He frequently said many of them were 
founded on facts. He was also the author of 
a number of other works. 


ARTHUR Cooper, salesman for Manhattan 
and the Bronx of the American Book Com- 
pany, died November 14 in the Hahnemann 
Hospital after an operation. Mr. Cooper was 
fifty-four years old and lived in Mount Ver- 
non. He was born in New York City and 
was a nephew of George Cooper, an old-time 
school principal on the lower East Side. He 
was said to have a greater acquaintance with 
the school teachers of the city and State than 
any other man. 

Tue Rev. Dr. Henry Martyn Barro, Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of Greek, and, since 1902, 
Dean of the New York University, died at 
Yonkers, N. Y., on November 11. Dr. Baird 
was born in Philadelphia, January 17, 1832, 
and was graduated from the New York Uni 
versity in 1850. From 1851 to 1854 he studied 
at the University of Athens, being one of the 
first Americans to attend that institution. Re- 
turning to this country he studied at the 
Union and Princeton Theological Seminaries, 
and in 1855 was made tutor of Greek in 
Princeton University, which position he re- 
tained until 1859, when he became professor 
of that language in New York University. 
Dr. Baird was one of the foremost American 
authorities on the history of the French 
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Huguenots, and was the author of the five- 
volume work entitled “The Huguenots in 
France.” He was also the author of a “His- 
tory of Modern Greece.” 


Mrs, MARGARET BottToME, president of the 
International Order of the King’s Daughters, 
died November 14 at her home, 223 East Sev- 
teenth Street, New York City, after a week’s 
illness. She was a well-known writer on sub- 
jects affecting the lives of women, contribut- 
ing to many religious papers, and conducting 
for The Ladies Home Journal the depart- 
mcnt devoted to the interests of the King’s 
Daughters society, until seven years ago. Her 
principal work was the founding of the Order 
of the King’s Daughters in New York in Jan- 
uary, 1886, with eight other New York 
women, for the purpose of organizing women 
for Christian work. She was elected the first 
president, and has been mainly responsible 
for the growth of the organization in charit- 
able and church work throughout the country. 
Mrs, Bottome was born in New York City, 
December 29, 1827, and was educated at Pro- 
fessor Greenleaf’s School in Brooklyn. For 
twenty-five years she visited in the homes of 
the rich and the poor of New York, giving 
Bible readings. In the last six years she has 
been a large contributor to The Silver Cross, 
the paper of the King’s Daughters organiza- 
tion. She was the author of “Crumbs from 
the King’s Table,” “A Sunshine Trip to the 
Orient,” “Death and Life,” “Seven ‘Questions 
After Easter.” At the time of her death she 
was president of the women’s branch of the 
International Medical Mission. She was the 
widow of the Rev. Dr. F. Bottome, a Meth- 
odist minister of New York. 


THOMAS CoxkE EvANs, a well-known essayist 
and journalist, committed suicide at his lodg- 
ings in New York City on November 7. He was 
Lorn in 1834, the son of a Methodist minister 
stationed or itinerant in the Greene County re- 
gion of New York, and came to New York 
City before his majority to take a position as 
proofreader in The Tribune office. About 
1858 he became a writer for the New York 
World, whose publisher, “Nat” Bangs, nick- 
namel Evans “the Baron,” in recognition of 
his already courtly and magisterial manner. As 
correspondent of the World he accompanied 
the Prince of Wales on his hurried cisatlantic 
trip, and Abraham Lincoln on his way from 
Chicago to Washington to be inaugurated 
President for the first time. Since his en- 
trance into the journalistic field, as the editor 
of the Nex York Times Book Review says, 
“Evans has been a friend of authors and a 
writer of good parts himself, a widely read 
men with a vast fund of information, too, 
based on personal observation, a man of good 
taste and judgment, an honest, sympathetic 
critic of literature and life. Personally, in 
these later years, he was of commanding pres- 
ence, a handsome old man who seemed to re- 
tain much of the vigor of youth. He was al- 
ways cheerful, and always a welcome visitor 
wherever he went. In the old days they called 
him ‘the Baron,’ because there was an old- 
world quality in his native dignity, his im- 
peccable manners, his knowledge of the world, 
and the name stuck to him to the last among 
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his intimate friends. Mr. Evans contributed 
to many newspapers and magazines articles on 
many literary topics, signed and unsigned: he 
was always an alert and competent reviey 
of contemporary literature, while he sp: 
with authority of much of the literature 

has stood the test of time. But even when he 
seemed most cheerful latterly he was suf r- 
ing pain. A lingering, hopeless mal 

flicted him, and this caused his death.”

NOVEMBER DINNER OF THE BOOKSELLERS’ 
LEAGUE, 


Tue November dinner of The Booksellers’ 
League, given at the rooms of the Aldine As- 
sociation on the evening of November 14, was 
attended by nearly one hundred members ‘ nd 
their guests, and was a most enjoyable affa 
Owing to the illness of W. G. Preston, the 
president of the League, and the absence out 
of town of the two vice-presidents, Cass 
Richardson presided. After the dinner the 
president introduced E. B. Hackett. chair- 
man of the committee which is to create th 
benevolent fund fully described in our isst 
for October 27, for a brief statement Saati n- 
ing the purpose of the fund. 

The first speaker of the evening was Art! 

C. Train, Assistant District Attorney of Ne 
York City, author of a valuable and enter 
taining book on the actual administration of 
criminal Justice entitled “The Prisoner al 
the Bar,” just published by Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, who, speaking to the topi c of “Un 
finished Cases,” dispelled some of the popular 
misconceptions regarding the District Attor- 
ney’s office. Mr. Train’s remarks were inter 
esting and informing, and were frequently in- 
terrupted with hearty applause. 

Mr. Train was followed by the guest of the 
evening, the Rev. Dr. Steiner, who occu 
pies the chair of Applied Christianity 1 
Towa College at Grinnell, formerly held by 
George D. Herron. His subject was that of 
his book recently published by Fleming H. 
Rev ell Company, “On the Trail of the Immi- 
grant.” Dr. Steiner, a Viennese, who came to 
this country twenty-five years ago, though le 
studied at Gottingen, Leipzig and Heidelberg, 
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crew up among the Austro-Italians of the Car- 
eathians, Endowed with a greater intellectual 
equipment than with thalers, he was obliged 
to make his first voyage to this country 
‘n the steerage. One result of this ex- 
perience was an intense sympathy for those 
who, without his advantages, were making 
trial of a new country, and ever since he has 
given his life to the study of the conditions 
that change the emigrant into an immigrant, 
and the immigrant into a citizen or return 
him to the fatherland. Each year he has 
crossed the ocean, sometimes in the cabin, 
first or second, more often in the steerage, 
that he might at first hand study and under- 
stand the people who are flocking to our 
shores. His conclusion calls for serious 
thought: “A new race is being born; one des- 
tined to build or to destroy; in which are 
welded all kindreds of the world, or which 
will destroy itself by mutual hate.” 
Dr. Steiner was followed by Robert 
Watchorn, United States Commissioner of 
Immigration at the Port of New York, who 
has been named by Dr. Steiner “The Man at 
the Gate,” who paid a high tribute to his 
friend, Dr, Steiner, and spoke briefly and op- 
timistically of the political outlook.

Freminc H. Revert Company have just 
brought out a volume entitled “The Moham- 
medan World To-Day,” by James L. Barton 
and S. M. Zwemer, authorities on Arabian af- 
fairs, and E. M. Wherry, who call attention 
to the fact that so far from being a thing of the 
past, Mohammedanisin is a very great menace 
to present conditions in Turkey, West Africa 
and India, and that its activity is such that 
the powers are forced to take action in many 
quarters. They have also just ready “Hymns 
You Ought to Know,” edited by Henry F. 
Ccpe. The book is handsomely printed in 
colours and each hymn is prefaced with a little 
word about the author and circumstances un- 
der which it was composed. The choice of 
the hymns was not hastily made, and the 
whole seems fitted to help carry out Henry 
Ward Beecher’s little saying that if a man 
knew by heart a hundred hymns and kept 
them handy, he would never be unhappy or 
go very far wrong. 


THe MAcMILLAN CoMPANY will publish 
shortly a book by the Rev. Thomas R. Slicer, 
entitled “The Way to Happiness,” written 
from the suggestive viewpoint that “the con- 
duct of life must be included among the high- 
est of the arts—that there is a point at which 
the two paths of desire and obligation meet, 
and beyond that point lies the way to happi- 
ness.” They will shortly republish under the 
title “The Warrior Spirit in the Republic of 
God” a book by Anna R. Brown Lindsay, 
which was first published in 1903, under the 
title “The Warriors.” This book, which is a 
strong call to a progressive religious policy 
for the times, hes had a curious history. It 
was projected and outlined before the Spanish 
War in the belief that we were at the dawn 
of a new religious era. The author has had 
the remarkable experience of seeing a number 
of her most advanced thoughts realized be- 
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fore this new edition, which in Mrs. Lindsay’s 
words, will appear “at a time of deep religio: 
inquiry and spiritual unrest.” 


G. P. Putnam’s Sons will publish next 
week a work entitled “In Cathedrals | 
Cloisters of Southern France,” by Elise Whit. 
lock Rose and Vida Hunt Francis, ty 
handsome volumes, in which the authors : 
cord the result of a journey to all the cath 
drals of the provinces of Provence, Laneu 
doc and Gascony. They were singularly f 
tunate in securing permission, (not heretofor 
granted to any one,) to examine the eccles: 
tical archives that bear upon the building 
which they write, and they were thus enabled 
to present many fresh and interesting sid 
lights on the history of these most fascin 
ing structures—fascinating not only for thei 
material beauty, but also for the important 
part they played in the development of civil 
ization. The illustrations are from phot 
graphs taken by Miss Francis under the most 
favorable conditions, and present a series that 
is not elsewhere accessible. At about the san 
time they will bring out a sumpttous work 
on the “Romance of the Italian Villas,” by 
Elizabeth Wells Champney, whose sense fot 
the romantic and picturesque is unfailing and 
whose skill in narrative and description makes 
books that are a pleasure to read. It is very 
fully illustrated. Among the books to | 
published by them during the present season 
for the Cambridge University Press will be a 
work on “The Printers, Stationers and Book- 
binders of Westminster and London from 
1476 to 1535,’ by E. Gordon Duff. They 
desire to correct an erroneous announce- 
ment, which has appeared in the literary 
columns of several papers and magazines, 
to the effect that they are about to pub- 
lish a book by the late Sir Leslie Stephen 
entitled “Reminiscences and Biography.” Sir 
Leslie has written no such book. They 
shortly will, however, bring out Frederick 
William Maitland’s “Life of Sir Leslie Ste- 
phen, K.C.B.” By some curious confusion, we 
presume, the title of the new “Life” became 
metamorphosed, and the late Leslie Stephen 
was made the author of the forthcoming biog- 
raphy of himself.
